[Text] Tokyo, Dec. 12 KYODO -- A senior Japanese businessman, in a keynote speech to a 
Japan-Soviet business cooperation committee meeting, Wednesday called for expansion 0! 
bilateral trade on a "higher and diversified" level. In the speech, Hiroshi Anzai, 
board chairman of the Tokyo Gas Co., also said expansion of Japan-Soviet trade requires 
"normalized" relations between the two countries. 


This obviously referred to the present chilly relations between Tokyo and Moscow -- 4 
combined product of the 1979 Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, the shooting down of 

South Korean airliner by Soviet missiles last year, and the continued Soviet occupation 
of four small Japanese islands off Hokkaido, a major island in northern Japan. The 
Afghan incident triggered Japanese economic sanctions against the Soviet Union and as a 
result the private economic committee held no joint session since 1979. 


Two-way trade has been declining since it peaked at 5.58 billion dollars in 1982. Ii 
is likely to drop below 4 billion dollars this year. In the speech, Anzai said Japan 
and the Soviet Union can take advantage of their economic potential and geographical! 

promixity to expand economic relations beyond cooperation currently promoted in joint 
development of Soviet natural resources. 


Some 120 Japanese businessmen took part in the opening session of the three-day meetin 
held at a Tokyo hotel. A 70-man Soviet delegation was led by Vice Foreign Trade 
Minister Vladimir N. Sushkov. The committee is scheduled to hold nine subcommitte: 
sessions Thursday. 
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A joint communique will be issued Friday after the end of the weer ines accordisa-to.a.. 
Japanese official. Foreign Minister Shintaro Abe, who also addressed the openin 
session, said he valued highly the expansion of the bilateral trade and economic rela- 
tions which, he said, would help promote mutual understanding and cooperation between 
the two countries. He called on the Soviet delegates at the meeting to deepen their 
understanding on the territorial issue. 


Japan and the Soviet Union are still umable to conclude a peace treaty because ti 
territorial problem remains unsolved. The territorial problem is the basic political 
issue between Japan and the Soviet Union, he said. 


Elaborating, Anzai stressed the need for realizing the return of the four smal] 
Japanese islands off Hokkaido from Soviet occupation as a precondition for concludin 
a peace treaty between the two countries, which, he said, serves as a basis for norma 
Russo-Japanese relations.

[Text] Tokyo, Dec. 11 KYODO -- The government Tuesday gave a formal go-ahead for 22 
billion yen (89 million dollars) in grants to drought-stricken African countries. The 
outright grants, the third in a series for the current fiscal year, include 5.74 
billion yen to help finance food supplies and related projects. 


This has brought to 114 billion yen (462 million dollars) Japan's total committed 
financial assistance to these countries for the year ending next March. Specific 
assistance plans will be worked out through negotiations with the recipient countries. 


The money for food-related projects forms part of 150 million dollars Japan earlier 
pledged to provide under international food assistance programs for the countries, 
including an additional 50 million dollars for the year Foreign Minister Shintaro 

Abe promised during his tour of three African countries last month. Projects under 
consideration include the construction of a 1 billion yen (4 million dollar) grain 
warehouse in Zambia. Food transportation, farmland development and waterway construc- 
tion projects are also eyed, officials said.

ABE URGES UNCONDITIONAL VISIT BY GROMYKO

[Text] Tokyo, Dec. 13 KYODO -- Foreign Minister Shitaro Abe told an upper house commit- 
tee meeting Thursday if Soviet Foreign Minister Andrey Gromyko would visit Japan on a 
friendship basis without setting down prior conditions, results would be achieved. 
Commenting on the long pending Japan visit by Gromyko, Abe told the upper house Foreign 
Affairs Committee Thursday "it is unusual that conditions must be set down for fixed 
bilateral talks at the foreign-ministerial level." 


Although the Japanese Government has long desired a Tokyo visit by the Soviet foreign 
minister to mend relations which deteriorated following the 1979 Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan, Gromyko has insisted on concrete conditions to make such a trip worthwhile. 
Moreover, Gromyko has been quoted as saying now is not a proper time to visit Tokyo 
because there is no room for discussion of the Japanese northern islands territorial 
claim. Soviet Foreign Ministry officials have called for a bilateral economic agreement 
as a possible "condition." 


Abe also told the committee the Japanese Government has not veered from its basic policy 
of aiming for a resolution of its demand for return of the northern islands, seized by 
the Soviet Union a the end of the Pacific War, and the conclusion of a peace treaty. 
"Although we differ in our political systems, we are nevertheless neighboring nations 
and I hope for progress through talks," he said adding, "It is with this in mind that 

we await with great expectation a Gromyko visit in the next year."

[Excerpt] Tokyo, Dec. 20 KYODO -- Thailand called on Japan Thursday to further open 
its market to agricultural produce and promote joint ventures in the Southeast Asian 
country. Thai Deputy Prime Minister Phichai Rattakun also said his country wants 
Japan's economic aid which would lead to promotion of Thai exports to help whittle 
down the chronic trade imbalance. He made the request in a meeting with Japanese 
Foreign Minsiter Shintaro Abe, officials said. 


A foreign ministry source said Phichai deplored Tokyo's failure to trim a tariff on 
boneless chicken from the current 18 percent and expressed worry about political 
effect the failure is having in Thailand. 


Abe explained that domestic opposition forced the government not to cut tarff on 
boneless chicken but that the [word indistinct] government made "maximum efforts" it 
could to facilitate imports from Thailand and (?other) countries. 


Last week, Japan announced a new package of market-opening measures, including tariff 
reductions on frozen shrimps and cuttlefish and canned pineapples, a move Abe said 
would benefit the Thais. 


In his talks here with Abe, Phichai again urged Japan to cut tariff on boneless 
chicken, arguing the issue has become a symbol of lopsided two-way trade which the 
Thais assert is causing a deficit of as much as 1.5 billion dollars a year. 


Abe said, ministry officials later related, Japan is ready to extend technical assis-~ 
tance for protection of maize from mould and sterilization of fruits to aid Thailand's 
export drive. The Japanese foreign minister also told Phichai that imports of tapioca 
pellet from Thailand are steadily on the rise, the official added. Abe's proposal 

for working-level consultations over trade, economic cooperation and investment between 
the two countries received Phichai's support, the Japanese officials said. 


Japan is also boosting the purchases of Thai rice for food assistance to poor countries 
by 2 billion yen (about 8 million dollars) from a year ago to 6.1 billion yen (about 
24.6 million dollars) this year, Abe noted.
